I wou ld name as the reforms in pop­ 


u lar edu cation most to be desired; 


First: 
The handling of pu pils in 


smaller grou ps and with more 
atten­ 


tion to indiv idu al needs. 
The mu lti­ 


plication of pu pils withou t a corre­ 


sponding increase in teaching 
force 
has resu lted in massing children into 


large classes in which they are tau ght 
en bloc. 
The consequ ence is that the 
du ll, who need special encou ragement, 


become discou raged and drop ou t, and 
the bright, not kept fu lly 
occu pied, 
lose Interest and accomplish less than 
their best. The Academy at W est Point 
gets splendid 
resu lts 
by 
div iding 


classes into grou ps of ten according 
to ability . 
This sy stem is, of cou rse, 


costly , bu t the benefits of it wou ld re­ 


pay the cost wherev er practicable. 


Second. The coming age will insist 
on a stricter method in the selection 
of 
teachers, a method as effectiv e as 
that which in bu siness affairs compels 
the incapable man to fall and retire, 
and retains and rewards the compe­ 
tent. 
Again, methods of teaching need to 
be better sy stematized. Tliere are two 
kinds of teachers—those wiio 
teach 
mainly by inspiring, by awakening In­ 
terest and enthu siasm, and those who 
teach by faithfu l, 
painstaking 
drill. 
And there may be said ti) be two phi­ 
losophies, or metho<is of edu cation— 
the Inspirational method and the pod 
agoglc method. 
Teachers of the first 
class are rare; if a great u niv ersity 
has one or two of them, if a city or 
commu nity has one of them, let them 
be thankfu l and make the Itest 
of 
their serv ices. 
Lastly , and most important reform 
of all, character-bu ilding will become 
the definite aim arid object of all edu ­ 
cational efforts.

their best The Academy at W est Point 
gets splendid 
results 
by 
dividing 
classes into groups of ten according 
to ability. 
This system is, of course, 
costly, but the benefits of it would re­ 
pay the cost w herever practicable. 
Second. The coming age will insist 


on a stricter method in the selection 


of teachers, a method as effective as 
th a t which in business affairs compels 
the incapable m an to fail and retire, 
and retains and rew ards the compe­ 
tent. 
Again, m ethods of teaching need to 
be b etter system atized. There are two 
kinds of teachers—those who 
teach 
m ainly by inspiring, by aw akening in­ 
terest and enthusiasm , and those who 
teach by faithful,

drill.

through the Red sea; they followed 
Joshua through the conquest of Jeri­ 
cho; they were present with Joshua 
when he even commanded the astron­ 
omy of the heavens 
to 
stand still 
while he, under God, should accom­ 
plish a great victory. Is it any wonder 
that Joshua should under this inspira­ 
tion bring the 
message 
to the peo­ 
ple, “there is yet much land to be pos­ 
sessed." 
To us this statement is yet 
true.

lo the morning, when all thaw has 
been stopped by the night’s cold, there 
Is deathly silence over the glacial fields, 
even the mountain cataracts fall noise­ 
lessly from the precipice to ledge in 
tenuous, wind blown threads. But with 
the rising of tile sun the whole glacial 
world bursts to life in noisy tumult. 
Surface rivulets brawl over the ice 
with a glee that is vocal aud almost 
humau. 
The gurgle of rivers flowing 
through subterranean tunnels becomes 
a roar, as of a rushing, angry sea. Ice 
grip no longer holds back rock scree 
loosened by the night’s frost, and 
there is the reverberating thunder of 
the falling avalanche.

Differences Distinguish the One 
from the Other. 
As there is some talk 
in 
certain 
quarters of try ing to unite these two 
denominations, it has been frequently 
asked how the two differ, and what 
makes the difference? 
There are at 
lea st three thing s 
on 
which these 
churches do not ag ree. 
First—Secret societies. In Book of 
Testimony of the Ü. P. church, pag e 
574, article 15, it is declared ‘‘that all 
associa tions that impose upon their 
members an oath of secrecy arc incon­ 
sistent with the spirit of Christianity , 
and that church members must not 
have fellowship with 
such 
associa­ 
tions.” 
The Presby terian church 
does not 
debar any one from her communion, 
or membership because of his beiug a 
member of such associations. 
Second—Close communion. 
In the 
Book of Testimony 
of 
the 
U. 
P. 
church, pag e 577, article 16, it is de­ 
clared "that the church should not ex­ 
tend communion to those who refuse 
adherence to her profession, or who 
refuse to forsake a communion which 
is inconsistent with tha t she makes.” 
The Presby terian church, on the other 
hand, invites and welcomes to 
the 
communion table the members of all 
other Protestant churches. 
Third—Psalm sing ing . 
In the Book 
I 
I of Testimony of the U. P. church, pag e 
i 
I 588, article 18, it is“ declared “ that it 
is the will of God that the song s con­ 
tained in the book of Psalms be sung 
in His worship, both public and pri­ 
vate, to the end of the world; and 
in sing ing God’s praise, these song s, 
the Psalms, should 
be employ ed, to 
the 
exclusion of the compositions of 
uninspired men.” 
The Presby terian 
churches, on the other hand, is 
a 
hy mn sing ing church, while at 
the 
same 
time she does not discard the 
use of the Psalms as song s of praise. 
Here then are 
three 
thing s 
on 
which the two denominations differ 
very radically today . 
These (ieclarations of 
tlie 
U. 
P. 
church, have- never l)een chang ed by 
the General Aesembly of that church, 
the puiy church-court that can chang e 
thenr.'* No 
session, no cong reg ation, 
no presby tery , and not. even a sy nod 
can chang e these deblaTations. 
Ac­ 
cording to these declarations, a per­ 
son cannot belong to any secret so- 


; I ciety and at the same time %e a con­ 
sistent member of the 
I T . P. church. 
Nor can the church cousistently 
in­ 
vite the members of. other denomina­ 
tions to commime^vith them. Nor can 
a person belong ing to the U. P. church 
consistently i>hig ‘a hy mn. 
So, until tke General Assembly of 
the United ^esby teria n church ren­ 
ders these declarations null and void, 
the union of th é‘two denominations is 
an impossibifity . 
Much as we believe that it would 
be a g ood thing for the cause if such 
a union were effected, y et the two de­ 
nominations are not one and the same 
today , especially on the three points 
named in this article.

New and Better Methods of Teaching. 


By Matthew II. Buckham, President of 


UniverHity of V erm ont 
I would name aa the reforms in pop­ 


ular education most to be desired: 
First: 
The handling of pupils in 
smaller groups and with more 
atten ­ 
tion to individual needs. 
The multi­ 
plication of pupils without a corre­ 
sponding increase in teaching 
force 
has resulted in massing children into 
large classes in which they are taught 
en bloc. 
The consequence is that the 
dull, who need special encouragement, 
become discouraged and drop out, and 
the bright, not kept fully 
occupied, 
lose interest and accomplish less than 
their best. The Academy at W est Point 
gets splendid 
results 
by 
dividing 
classes into groups of ten according 
to ability. 
This system is, of course, 
costly, but the benefits of it would re­ 
pay the cost wherever practicable. 
Second. 
The coming age will insist 
on a stricter method in the selection 
of teachers, a method as effective as 
that which in business affairs compels 
the incapable man to fail ami retire, 
and retains and rewards the compe­ 
tent. 
Again, methods of teaching need to 
be better systematized. There are two 
kinds of teacher#—those* who 
teach 
mainly by inspiring, by awakening in­ 
terest and enthusiasm, and those who 
teach by faithful, 
painstaking 
drill. | 
And there may be said to be two piti­ 


ful

during good behavior and efficiency.

And the Presbyterian Churches—What 
Differences Distinguish the One 
from the Other. 
As there is some talk 
in 
certain 
quarters of trying to unite these two 
denominations, it has been frequently 
asked how the tw'o differ, and what 
makes the difference? 
There are at 
least three things 
on 
which these 
churches do not agree. 
First—Secret societies. In Book of 
Testimony of the IT. P. church, page 
574, article 15, it is declared “that all 
associations that impose upon their 
members an oath of secrecy are incon­ 
sistent with the spirit of Christianity, 
and that church members must not 
have fellowship with 
such 
associa­ 
tions.” 
The Presbyterian church 
does not 
debar any one from her communion, 
or membership because of his being a 
member of such associations. 
Second—Close communion. 
In the 
Book of Testimony 
of 
the 
U. 
P. 
church, page 577, article 16, it is de­ 
clared “that the church should not ex­ 
tend communion to those who refuse 
adherence to her profession, or who 
refuse to forsake a communion which 
is Inconsistent with that she makes.” 
The Presbyterian church, on the other 
hand, invites and welcomes to 
the 
communion table the members of all 
other Protestant churches. 
Third—Psalm singing. 
In the Book 
of Testimony of the U. P. church, page 
588, article 18, it is declared “that It 
is the will of God that the songs con­ 
tained in the book of Psalms be sung 
in His worship, both public and pri­ 
vate, to the end of the world; and 
in singing God’s praise, these songs, 
the Psalms, should 
be employed, to 
I the 
exclusion of the compositions of 
uninspired men.” 
The Presbyterian 
churches, on the other hand, is 
a 
hymn singing church, while at 
the 
same 
time she does not discard the 
use of the Psalms as songs of praise. 
Here then are 
three 
things 
on 
which the two denominations differ 
very radically today. 
These declarations of 
the 
U. 
P. 
church, have- never been changed by 
the General Assembly of that church, 
the poly church court that can change 
them .' No 
session, no congregation, 
no presbytery, and not even a synod 
can change these, •decorations. 
Ac­ 
cording to these declarations, a per­ 
son cannot belong to any secret so- 
j ciety and at the same tim e Ie a con­ 
sistent member of the U. P. church. 


I Nor can the church consistently 
in­ 
vite the members of other denomina­ 
tions to com m une'with them. Nor can 
a person belonging to the U. P. church 
consistently sing a hymn. 
So, until the General Assembly of 
the United presbyterian church ren­ 
ders these declarations null and void, 
the union of th e ‘two denominations is 
an impossibility. 
Much as we believe that it would 
be a good thing for the cause if such 
a union were effected, yet the two de­ 
nominations are not one and the same 
today, especially on the three points 
named in this article.
